Half Ratio 


Mark. 


State Auditor Guilbert has discov­ 
ered from an examination of the re­ 
turns from the 
recent census that 
the population of each of IO of the 88 
counties of Ohio falls below the one- 
half ratio mark and that no one of 
them, therefore, is entitled to a rep­ 
resentative in the next house of rep­ 
resentatives. 
If a county’s population reaches the 
half ratio mark, it is entitled to one 
representative; if It falls below, 
it 
must be annexed, for legislative elec­ 
tion purposes, to the adjoining county 
having the 
next lowest population. 
The ratio is 41 575 and the half ratio 
is 20,788. The counties which fall be­ 
low the mark, with their population, 
are: 
Carroll. 16,811: Geauga. 14.744; Har­ 
rison, 20.486; Holmes, 19,511; Madi­ 
son, 20,590; Morgan, 17 905; Morrow, 
17,879; Noble. 19.466; 
Pike, 
18.172; 
Vinton, 15,330. 
The new counties in the 
list are 
Holmes, Madison, Morgan and Noble. 
The increase in the number of coun 
ties not entitled to a representative 
is due, not to a decrease in the popu­ 
lation, but to the increase in the popu­ 
lation of the state at large. 
The ratio for legislative districts is 
fixed by dividing the total population 
of that state by IOO and that for the 
senatorial districts 
by 
dividing the 
same figure by 35. 
Under the new census Cuyahoga 
and Hamilton counties will each be 
entitled to IO representatives, Frank­ 
lin to 4 and Lucas to 3.

ag ents. The g irl he is charg ed with 
abducting and selling for $5 is Mollie 
Weinstern, 15 y ears old, of No. 312 
East Fourth street. The prisoner was 
Trapped after the victim’s father had 
found her in a disreputable 
house. 
The procurer had taken her there after 
drug g ing her in a rear room of Mc- 
Gurk’s saloon. 
It was arrang ed that the g irl should 
write a note, making an appointment 
at FJldridg e and Grand streets. 
The 
ag ents followed them, and later, they 
say , saw Cohen lead her to a disrepu­ 
table house on East 
Tenth 
street, 
where he g ot $5 for the g irl. She was , 
immediately rescued, and the 
man 
was arrested. 
In the Essex Market 
court 
this 
morning he was held for trial on the 
charg e* of abduction—the 
most

rious charg e

ag ainst him. Detectives who saw him 
say his picture is in the rog ues’ g al­ 
lery .

Mag istrate Crane said; “I have had 
many of these cases since I have been 
i^itting in Essex Market.

It 
is a black stain on the fair name of 
this city that such traffic should exist, i 
Hut the law is g reatly hampered in , 
dealing with these creatures. 
I have 
no words to ex press my detestation

These crimes. The death chair would 
be too honorable a means of ridding 
the world of their contaminating pres­ 
ence.”

some one who isn’t a stranger to me. 
Telegraph him that Medill wants him.” 
So the man with “the old fam iliar 
face.” although he was not an old man 
by any means, went back to The Trib­ 
une on his own term s.- Youth’s Com­ 
panion.

ture of nickel steel in America arc 
said to have just been secured by the 
Carnegie company after several weeks 
of ngotiations with the Nickel Steel 
syndicate, of London, which repre­ 
sents the French and Scotch invent­ 
o r^ 
The Pittsburg concern, while 
sharing its armor plate business with 
the Bethlehem company by reason of 
previous royalty agreements, will lie 
able to assert its supremacy, and it 
will be In tile best condition to meet 
the growing 
demands for a lietter 
steel than Bessemer. It is claimed by 
engineers that nickel steel is fast be­ 
coming neessary 
in many lilies of 
work, especially of the railroads, and 
the Carnegie company will easily Im* 
able to distance its competitors. The 
move is one of the most important 
and far-reaching ever made by the 
Ioc*2tI concern. 
Negotiations for the control of the 
French patents have been under way 
for some time between the Carnegie 
company and the representatives of 
the syndicate, and a visit was made 
to Pittsburg several weeks ago by 
the latter. 
The mysterious trip 
of 
President C. M. Schwab to Canton 
during the critical stages of the ncgo- 
tiatious with the government for tile 
heavy armor plate tonnage recently 
awarded is claimed to have been con­ 
nected with tile negotiations for the 
large individual Industry will Im* cre- 
niekel steel control, and the with­ 
drawal of the Midvale Steel company 
from tile competition for the govern­ 
ment contracts is alleged to have been 
due to a failure to be aide to use the 
nickel steel in armor manufacture. 
With the Carnegie company making 
armor plate to the exclusion of oth­ 
ers. save the 
Bethlehem 
company, 
and with its extending the use of 
nickel steel to almost all of the or­ 
dinary commercial steel commodities, 
the change in tile industry will 
lie 
somewhat revolutionized.

It is claimed that in obtaining con­ 
trol of the valuable patents the Car­ 
negie company also makes itself in- 
dependent of tile 
government, and 
that tin* defeat of the Midvale com 
pa ny was no more complete than that 
of the government. 
An individual 
armor plant for the latter will now be­ 
c o m e improbable. if not impossible. 
The new axles will lie made at the 
Howard axle works of tile Carnegie 
company, and it is believed that a 
large individual industry wil lie cre­ 
ated by reason of the steel company’s 
exclusive rights. 
The nickel steel has already been 
introduced into the manufacture of 
steel axles for oars, and the Pennsyl­ 
vania has also experienced with nickel 
steel rails on horseshoe bend, and also 
with nickel steel axles. 
Tt is claimed that during the recent 
award of the armor contracts pro­ 
tests were made by the French and 
English owners of tile nickel steel 
patents through the French and Brit­ 
ish ambassadors to the United States 
government, demanding that no con­ 
tracts be awarded unless provision lie 
made for the payment of royalties 
for the use of nickel steel processes.

T he Pan-Am erican Expo sitio n is in­ 
tended to be in ev ery way an artistic 
trium ph. 
Fro m the v 'ery beginning 
it has been the purpo se o f tho se who 
hav e been intrusted with the m aking 
o f this Expo sitio n to present to the 
wo rld tlie mo st artistic creatio n ev er 
co nceiv ed fo r a like purpo se. 
The a r­ 
rangem ent o f the buildings, the style 
o f architecture, the deco rativ e wo rk, 
the embellishment o f the gro unds and 
the electrical illumiMatio ii are so me o f 
the features that will stand o ut pro rnl- 
nv iitly in the Eximsitio n picture. There 
are .*>3 acres in the 
co urts 
aro und 
wliich stand the principal Expo sitio n 
buildings. 
Wliile the wlio lc Expo si­ 
tio n plo t o f 350 acres will be as beauti­ 
ful as nature, with the artistic help o f 
man. can mak« * it. tiie sev eral co urts 
will be tlie particular center fo r fo rmal 
deco rativ e wo rk. 
The co urts are a r­ 
ranged in the fo rm o f a cro ss, the 
no rth and so uth co urts bearing the 
nam es o f ( ’o nTt o f Fo untains, Plaza, 
Fo re (Nmrt and A|){)n>acli and being 
nearly 3.(KK) feet In extrem e length. 
T he Transv erse C’o nrt is kno wn as the 
Esplanade ami is 1.700 feet fro m east 
to west. 
Two subo rdinate co urts o pen 
into the 
Esplanade, 
kiiuwu as the 
Co urt o f Lilies and Co urt o f Cyinesse.s. 
The co mbined area o f these co urts Is 
appro xim ately two and a half times 
the area o f the co urts at the W o rld’s 
Co lumbian Ex|» usitio u and fo r this rea­ 
so n giv es a far greater o ppo rtunity fo r 
artistic treatm eiu.

gardens and 
fo rmal flo ral o rnarnentatiuii will be em ­ 
plo yed at ev ery po int where llie bright 
co lo rs o f fo liage and fio wcrs will add 
to the beauty o f the scene. 
As a fifth 
feature may he no ted the co lo r deco ra­ 
tio n o f the buildings. 
This is a v ery 
elabo rate undertaking, the 
result o f 
m ature study upo n the part o f the best 
m ural painters o f the wo rld. 
Co nsid­ 
ered a v ery difiicnlt. If no t em bar­ 
rassing. pro blem at first, it has lieen 
wo rked o ut by [latient study until re­ 
sults v ery ¡» leasing and happy hav e 
been achiev ed. 
A sixth po int o f excel­ 
lence will be the electrical lllumina- 
tlpn o f all the co urts. 
Then the bril­ 
liance o f the gardens and the radiant

The style o f architecture Is w hat Is 
described as a free adaptatio n o f the 
Spanish renaissance. It is particularly 
appro priate fo r the purpo ses o f an 
Expo sitio n since it giv es o ppo rtunity 
fo r the em plo ym ent o f m any archlto c- 
lural features o f a festiv e character. 
Thus the v isito r may see m any lo fty 
to wers and lanterns, graceful do mes 
and minarets, airy pav ilio ns and o ther 
deco rativ e wo rk tliat will pro duce a 
sky line free fro m any suggestio ns o f 
mo no to ny o r sev erity. 
The Electric To wer, standing In a 
bro ad po o l between the Co urt o f Fo un­ 
tains and the Plaza, Is to be the center­ 
piece fo r electrical illuminatio n. 
This 
to wer Is 80 feet square and 375 feet 
high, with circular wdiigs curv ing fro m 
the east and west sides to the so uth­ 
w ard and fo iTiilug a sem icircular space 
in which are to be m any beautiful 
fo untain featui-es. 
Fro m the só utht'ru 
face o f the To w er a cascade will gush 
fro m a niche, 70 feet fro m the gro und, 
and fall upo n a terraced base. .\t night 
this cascade and the fo untains and 
po o ls will be illnmlnato d in fantastic 
co lo rs. 
Flo ating lights upo n all the 
po o ls will fo rm an interesting feature 
o f the general scheme o f illuminatio n. 
So me ,30 o r mo re American sculpto rs 
o f r(*no wn arc at wo rk upo n the deco - 
raliv e gro ups which are to hav e a 
place at this K.\po sitio n. 
3'hcsc arc 
to be nearly all o riginal pro dnctio n.s 
under the m aster dir« ‘ctio n o f Karl 
Bitter, 
It will Is* the mo at elabo rate 
use o f deco rativ e scnl[)tnre ev er under­ 
taken at an Expo sitio n, there being 
mo re than 125 gro ups. 
Tho se will 
ailo rn the fo nntaiiis, bridges, entrances 
to buildings and o ther salient po ints. 
Besides the po o ls and fo untains, w ith­ 
in the sev eral co urts will be a grand 
and stately ranal w l^ li will surro und 
the entire gro iqi o f íTiTildiugg. 
in the 
so uthern reaches o f this canal are 
artificial bo tlies « » f w’ater kno wn as the 
Mirro r Lakes, fro m which lago o ns ex­ 
tend ill sev eral directio ns, thickly set 
w ith aquatic [ilants o f rare species. 
In additio n to the sunken gardens 
and o th(*r fio rai features o f the co urts 
will be the lio rticnltnral exhibits iu the 
Bo utlio rii part o f the gro unds. 
These 
will co nsist o f sev eral acres o f laals o f 
the finest pro ductio ns o f the best nurs­ 
eries and giw iilio nses o f the western 
wo rld. The co mpetitio n fo r suprem acy 
w ill l» e v ery keen and the lo v er o f fio w­ 
crs will liav e a rare o ppo rtunity to 
make a eo nqiariso n o f the m erits o f 
the pr<» dne1jo ns o f co m peting gro wers.

‘ M agnificent” is not too stro n g a w ord 
to express the ch aracter of th e com ­ 
pleted work. H e Is a m an of dull Im ag­ 
ination who, now visiting th e grounds, 
cannot picture iii som e degree th e com e­ 
liness and stateliness of th e finished 
enterprise. 
T he Pan-A m erican E xposition is in­ 
tended to be in every w ay an a rtistic 
trium ph. 
From the very beginning 
it has been the purpose o f those who 
have been intrusted with the m aking 
of this Exposition to present to the 
world the m ost artistic creation ever 
conceived for a like purpose. 
T he a r­ 
rangem ent of the buildings, th e style 
of architecture, the decorative work, 
the em bellishm ent of the grounds and 
the electrical illum ination are some of 
the features th a t will stan d out prom i­ 
nently in the Exposition picture. T here 
art* ,*]3 acres iu the 
courts 
around 
which stand the principal Exposition 
buildings. 
W hile the whole Exposi­ 
tion plot of 350 acres will be as b eau ti­ 
ful as nature, w ith the a rtistic help of 
man, can m ake it, the several courts 
will be the particu lar center for form al 
decorative work.

ered a very difficult, lf not em bar 
ragging, problem a t first, It has been 
worked out by patient study until re 
suits very pleasing and happy have 
been achieved. 
A sixth point of excel 
lence will lie the electrical illum ina 
tlqn of all th e courts. 
T hen the bi'il- 
1 lance of the gardens and th e ra d ia n t 
beauty of the buildings' will be height 
ened by the glow of 200.000 electric 
lam ps arranged w ith a rtistic conceo- 


tion aud H lum fuatlng w ith ffifitastic 
hues the 
num berless 
fountains and 
pools and tu rn in g th e scene Into one of 
unrivaled splendor. 
The style of arch itectu re is w h at is 
described as a free ad ap tatio n of the 
Spanish renaissance. It is particularly 
appropriate for the purposes of an 
Exposition since It gives opportunity^ 
for the em ploym ent of m any arch itec­ 
tural features of a festive character. 
T hus the visitor m ay see m any lofty 
tow ers and lanterns, graceful dom es 
and m inarets, airy pavilions and o th er 
decorative w ork th a t will produce a 
Bky line free from auy suggestions of 
m onotony or severity. 
The E lectric Tow er, stan d in g in a 
broad pool betw een the C ourt of F oun­ 
tain s and th e Plaza, Is to be th e cen ter­ 
piece for electrical illum ination. 
T his 
tow er is 80 feet sq u are and 375 feet 
high, w ith circu lar wMngs curving from 
the east and west sides to the so u th ­ 
w ard and form ing a sem icircular space 
In w hich are to be m any beautiful 
fountain features. 
From the sdutbern 
face of the T ow er a cascade will gush 
from a niche, 70 feet from the ground, 
and fall upon a terraced base. At night 
this cascade aud th e fountains and 
pools will be illum inated in fa n ta stic 
colors. 
F loating lights upon all the 
pools will form an interesting feature 
of th e general schem e of ilium inaUon.

THB ELECTRIC TOWER 
“Magnificent” is not too strong a word 
to express the character of the com­ 
pleted work. He is a man of dull Imag­ 
ination who, now visiting the grounds, 
cannot picture iii some degree the come­ 
liness and stateliness of the finished 
enterprise. 
The Pan-American Exposition is in­ 
tended to be in every way an artistic 
triumph. 
From the very beginning 
it has been the purpose of those who 
have been intrusted with the making 
of this Exposition to present to the 
world the most artistic creation ever 
conceived for a like purpose. The ar­ 
rangem ent of the buildings, the style 
of architecture, the decorative work, 
the embellishment of the grounds and 
the electrical illumination are some of 
the features that will stand out promi­ 
nently in the Exposition picture. There 
ale 33 acres iu the 
courts 
around 
which stand the principal Exposition 
buildings. 
While the whole Exposi­ 
tion plot of 350 acres will be as beauti­ 
ful as nature, with the artistic help of 
man, can make it, the several courts 
will be the particular center for formal 
decorative work. 
The courts are ar­ 
ranged in the form of a cross, the 
north and south courts bearing the 
names of Court of Fountains, Plaza, 
Fore Court and Approach and being 
nearly 3,000 feet in extreme length. 
The Transverse Court is known as the 
Esplanade and is 1,700 feet from east 
to west. Two subordinate courts open 
into the Esplanade, known as the 
Court of Lilies and Court of Cypresses. 
The combined area of these courts is 
approxim ately two and a half times 
the area of the courts at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition and for this rea­ 
son gives a far greater opportunity for 
artistic treatm ent. 
It has been said of this Exposition 
that it would outrival all former enter­ 
prises in a number of im portant fea­ 
tures. The first of these is in the court 
settings ju st described. 
The second 
is in the plastic ornam entation of 
buildings and the elaborate 
use 
of 
sculpture for decorative purposes. 
As 
a third may be mentioned the hydraul­ 
ic and fountain effects. 
These are of 
a most elaborate character and are 
to be seen in all of the courts. 
A 
fourth feature is the horticultural dec­ 
orative work. 
Sunken 
gardens and 
formal floral ornam entation will be em­ 
ployed at every point where the bright 
colors of foliage and flowers will add 
to the beauty of the scene. 
As a fifth 
feature may lie noted Hie color decora­ 
tion of the buildings. 
This is a very 
elaborate undertaking, the 
result of 
m ature study upon the part of the best 
mural painters of the world. 
Consid­ 
ered a very difficult, lf not em bar­ 
rassing, problem a t first, it has been 
worked out by patient study until re­ 
sults very pleasing and happy have 
been achieved. A sixth point of excel­ 
lence will lie the electrical illum ina­ 
tion of all the courts. 
Then the bril­ 
liance of the gardens and the radiant 
beauty of the buildings* will be height­ 
ened by the (rlow Of 200,000 electric 
lamps a Hanged with artistic conceo- 


tion aud Illuminating w ith' fAiitastic 
hues the 
num berless 
fountains and 
IKMils and turning the scene Into one of 
unrivaled splendor. 
The style of architecture is w hat is 
described as a free adaptation of the 
Spanish renaissance. It is particularly 
appropriate for the purposes of an 
Exposition since It gives opportunity 
for the employment of many archltec 
tural features of a festive character. 
Thus the visitor may see many lofty 
towers aud lanterns, graceful domes 
and minarets, airy pavilions and other 
decorative work th at will produce a 
sky line free from any suggestions of 
monotony or severity. 
The Electric Tower, standing In a 
broad pool between the Court of Foun­ 
tains and the Plaza. Is to be the center­ 
piece for electrical illumination. 
This 
tower is 80 feet square and 375 feet 
high, with circular wings curving from 
the east aud west sides to the south­ 
ward and form ing a sem icircular space 
in which are to be many beautiful 
fountain features. 
From the southern 
face of the Tower a cascade will gush 
from a niche, 70 feet from the ground, 
and fall upon a terraced base. At night 
this cascade aud the fountains and 
pools will be illuminated in fantastic 
colors. 
Floating lights upon all the 
pools will form an interesting feature 
of the general scheme of illumination. 
Some 30 or more American sculptors 
of renown are at work upou the deco­ 
rative groups which are to have a 
place at tills Fix position. 
’These are 
to be nearly all original productions 
under the m aster direction of K arl 
Bitter. 
It will be the most elaborate 
use of decorative sculpture ever under­ 
taken at an Exposition, there being 
more than 125 groups. 
These will 
adorn the fountains, bridges, entrances 
to buildings aud other salient points. 
Besides the pools anil fountains, w ith­ 
in the several courts will be a grand 
And stately cannl w l^ h will surround 
mille 
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the entire group of ffffildings. 
In the 
southern reaches of this canal are 
artificial bodies of w ater known as the 
M inor Lakes, from which lagoons ex­ 
tend in several directions, thickly set 
with aquatic plants of rare species. 
In addition to the sunken gardens 
and other floral features of the courts 
will bo the horticultural exhibits In the 
southern part of the grounds. 
These 
will consist of several acres of beds of 
the flm*st productions of the best nurs­ 
eries and greenhouses of the western 
world. The competition for suprem acy 
will fie very keen and the lover of flow­ 
ers will have a rare opportunity to 
make a comparison of the m erits of 
the productions of competing growers.

The complainant also charges that 
the 
accused called at the

without 
cause, all of which was charged as 
misconduct and grounds for removal 
from office. 
After the charge had been present­ 
ed City Solicitor Connell disclosed the 
fact that in accordance with a city or­

and the rate paid these men for their 
work ranges from $5 up. 
They are 
in league with keepers of disorderly 
houses throughout the city. 
Of late they have grown very con­ 
fident, as was shown this morning by 
the testimony in the case of Morris 
Cohen, arrested 
by 
Gerry 
society 
agents. The girl he is charged with 
abducting and selling for $5 is Mollie 
Weinstern, 15 years old, of No. 312 
East Fourth street. The prisoner was 
trapped after the victim’s father had 
found her in a disreputable 
house. 
The procurer had taken her there after 
drugging her in a rear room of Mc- 
Gurk’s saloon. 
It was arranged that the girl should 
write a note, making an appointment 
at Eldridge and Grand streets.

“These are the most difficult cases 
to deal with that we have.

victim herself, and that is usually held 
to need corroboration. 
‘This shocking form of vice is now' 
very prevalent on the East Side. The 
gang that engages in the 
traffic has 
become a regularly 
organized body, 
handed together to defeat the efforts 
of the law'.” 
Magistrate Crane said: “I have had 
many of these cases since I have beveil 
bitting in Essex Market. 
It is the 
worst form of crime known to me.
